Both Eari Shelton, nephew. of 
the slain gangster, and Ray 
Walker, a former lieutenant, who 
escaped the ambuscade on a 
lonely country road near the 
Shelton farm not far from Fair- 
field, Tll., named Charles Harris, 
a former convict, as the leader 
of their five assailants. 

As they made they way 
through back roads to report the 
slaying, they picked up Carl's 
brother, Earl, who with Bernie 
Shelton controliea the gang which 
reached the zenith of its power 
during the bootlegging era of the 
twenties. The nephew is commonly 
termed “Little Earl” to dis- 
tinguish him from “Big Earl.” 

While riding with officers to 
the scene of his brother’s murder, 
the Post-Dispatch learned, Earl 
informed Sheriff Hal Bradshaw of 
’ Wayne county that Harris would 
attempt to hide out in Indiana

Investigators said they would re- 
main at Bryce Canyon for at 
least 10 days, possibly two weeks, 
to complete their tedious job of 
putting pieces of the wrecked 
plane together again. 

Medical examiners said it would 
be “some time” before the remains 
of the 52 victims of the airliner 
crash could be removed from the 
wreckage. pe

haps weeks, before identifications 
were completed. Because of the 
condition of the victims, the only 
clues to identities were dental 
charts and- fingerprints. :

Traffic on Market street was 
blocked off from Eighteenth to 
Twentieth streets and the curbs 
on either side were lined with 
soldiers, sailors and marines, who 
stood rigidly at attention as each 
body was brought out. 

A special seating section was 
provided for members of the dead 
men’s families, They gathered 
there half an hour before the 
ceremony began, talking quietly 
and turning frequently to glance 
at the door through which tre 
caskets were to be carried. 
Earlier in the morning a down- 
pour drenched the streets, but by 
10 o’clock the rain had stopped, 
although there was no sun and 
the skies were a cheerless gray. 

The Scott Field Band, stationed 
on the north side of Market street, 
Played Chopin’s funeral march 
throughout the 25-minute cere- 
mony. In each case the procedure 
followed was the same. A hearse 
wag driven slowly to the front of 
the station, the casket brought to

Those reported to have fled with 
Mikolajezyk were Wincenty Bryja, 
treasurer of the party’s supreme 
council, and Stekan Korbonski. 

Mikolajczyk, a former Premier 
of the London Polish government 
in exile, returned to Poland to 
lead the outspoken opposition to 
the leftist, Russian-sponsored bloc 
which dominates the Government 
of unity formed in June 1945. 

After his defeat in the elections, 
Mikolajczyk asserted that in a fair 
election he would have received 75 
per cent of the votes, 

Political circles here said that 
the Peasant party chieftain’s de- 
cision to flee apparently was in- 
fluenced by the recent arrest of 
British and American embassy em- 
ployes who had been closely asso- 
cited with former American Am- 
bassador Arthur Bliss Lane. 

Mikolajezyk, Lane and former 
British Ambassador V. F. W. Cav- 
endish - Bentinck conferred fre- 
quently before and after the Jan- 
uary elections, On those confer- 
ences, Lane based his reports to 
the State Department denouncing 
the balloting as a “fraud.” 

With the abdication of the once- 
powerful agrarian leader, an early 
consolidation of all political par- 
ties into the Communist-influ- 
enced Government bloc was ex- 
pected.

RUSSIANS LOSE 


FIRST TEST VOTE 
UN WARMONGERS' 


U.N. Group Refuses to 
Send Resolution to Sub- 
Committee Despite Plea

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 
25 (AP)—The United Nations Po- 
litical Committee tonight refused 
to send Russia’s ‘“warmonger” 
resolution to a drafting sub- 
committee, thus handing’ the 
Soviet Union a setback in the first 
test ballot on Moscow’s key plan 
before the 1947 General Assembly. 

The vote was 29 to 12, with four 
Latin American countries, India 
and Ethiopia joining the Soviet 
bloc in the minority. 

As a result, the Soviet resolu- 
tion will now come before the 57- 
nation committee for vote on 
Monday with delegates saying 
there was no chance Of its pas- 
sage. 

Other ballots will be taken on 
Australian, French and Canadian 
versions which run virtually 
counter to the Soviet proposal.

ENGINEER CRITICIZED TYPE 
OF PLANE IN UTAH CRASH 


Listed Alleged Inferior Electrical Wiring 
Among Mechanical Deficiencies 
of New Craft. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (UP)— 
Federal aviation officials today 
were discussing recent criticism 
of the new DC-6 transport planes 
by an airline engineer who assert- 
ed they have numerous mechan- 
ical deficiencies. 
It was one of these luxurious 
extra-fare Douglas planes, oper- 
ated by United Air Lines, that 
burned and crashed in Utah yes- 
terday with a loss of 52 lives. 
United had flown its DC-6s 3,500,- 
000 miles to the time of the crash. 
Critics of the latest four-engine 
airliner to enter service was Mar- 
vin Whitlock, director of service 
engineering for American Airlines, 
which flies approximately as many 
ag the ships ag does United. 
Whitlock’s views were contained 
in a paper he prepared for a re 
cent Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers meeting in Los Angeles. The 
paper was withdrawn at the last 
minute, without explanation. Al- 
though it was not presented, the 
authoritative American Aviation 
Daily reported its contents from 
an advance copy. 
This report was much discussed 
by Government and private avia- 
tion officials. It also reportedly 
was picked up by a British manu- 
facturers’ trade paper. 
Deficiencies 
Whitlock itemized these alleged 
deficiencies in the DC-6: 
Excessive wear on elevator, rud- 
der and trim tab attachment 
structure, noticeable in 500 to 700 
hours as against 5000 to 8000 hours 
on the Douglas DC-4: carburetion 
and spark plugs vying for first 
place as trouble makers, cabin 


lijdoors causing frequent mechan- 


ical difficulties, inferior electrical 
wiring and workmanship, lack of 
accessibility for parts requiring 
service, ineffective waste oil dis- 
posal, short-lived expensive pro- 
peller de-icers, engine cowls that 
can be dented by the thumb, 
“The DC-6 and Constellation ex- 
perience is no credit to any of us 
(engineers) as we are not making 
the progress in the mechanical 
art which can reasonably be ex- 
ted,” Whitlock was quoted by 
the aviation daily. ) 
His complaint about the Lock- 
heed Constellation stemmed from 
the Transcontinental & Western 
Air crash last Dec. 28, at Shannon, 
Eire, in which there were 13 fa- 
talities. He criticized. a design 
which permitted crossing of wires 
with resulting erroneous altimeter 
readings, 

The Utah crash was caused by 
the most feared hazard in air 
transportation — fire-in-flight—de- 
spite unceasing efforts by Govern- 
ment and industry to devise fool- 
proof safety measures. 

The fire’s location appeared def- 
initely in the aft baggage com- 
partment, although persons fa- 
miliar with accident investigations 
cautioned that first reports often 
prove erroneous. 

Special efforts had been made 
to counteract the danger of fires 


in baggage compartments after 
the Lockheed Constellation crash 
at Reading, Pa. in July 1946, 
which was attributed to a faulty 
wiring device which caused a 
Ishort circuit and fire in a for- 
ward cargo compartment, 

Douglas Aircraft Co. officials 
said in Santa Monica, Calif., last 
night that new fire prevention 
regulations for all types of trans- 
ports, issued after the Reading 
fcrash, caused temporary produc- 
tion delays for the DC-6 while 
modifications could be made in 
accordance with the rules. 

Rule on Baggage Space. 

The rule affecting baggage com- 
partments specified that “unless 
cargo and baggage compartments 
are visible to a member of the 
airplane crew while he is at his 
duty station, fire detector systems 
fare to be installed.” 

It added that: “Unless all parts 
of any cargo or baggage compart- 
ments are completely accessible to 
}@ member of the crew in flight, 
built-in fire-extinguishin sys- 
tems are to be installed in each 
such compartment along with 
the fire detector system.” 

The two cargo compartments of 
a DC-6 situated on the under side 
of the fuselage have smoke and 
fire detector systems which flash 
@ warning in the cockpit in the 
event of danger, Carbon dioxide 
extinguishers then can be auto- 
matically turned on in the com- 
partments. 

The holds are not accessible to 
crew members but airline sources 
do not consider this increases fire 
hazard in view of the sensitive 
warning devices.

“All new airplanes have some 
mechanical deficiencies which 
only extensive use will eliminate. 
The long-range, high-speed DC-6 
is probably the ultimate in safety 
and performance for. its purpose. 
The quoted paper was written 
to be discussed with technical en- 
gineering designers and its pur- 
pose was to refine further the art 
of airplane design.”

DIPLOMAT LORD LYTTON DIES; 
"WAS ONCE VICEROY OF INDIA 


LONDON, Oct. 25 (AP)—Lord 
Lytton, 71 years old, former Vice- 
roy of India and prominent Brit- 
ish diplomat, died tonight at his 
home at Knebworth, Hertford- 
shire. 

The second Eart of Lytton had 
been ill only a short time. He 
followed in his father’s footsteps 
as Viceroy of India, holding the 
post for a few months in 1925. 
He became best known interna- 
tionally as the British delegate to 
the League of Nations. 

An early opponent of Japanese 
expansion, he headed the League 
commission which investigated 
the Manchuria situation and pro- 
duced the Lytton report. He was 
noted also as a writer and patron 
of the arts. 
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Int E. L. McMillen turned ‘and 
tried to reach the Bryce Canyon 
airport, 20 miles away.

‘CHUTES MIGHT HAVE 
SAVED 52 ON PLANE, 


COL. LANPHIER SAYS 


DALLAS, Tex. Oct, 25 (UP)— 
The man who has been trying un- 
successfully for 19 years to have 
commercial airliners furnish para- 
chutes to passengers pointed out 
today that probably all of the 52 


persons killed in the United Air- 


lines crash yesterday would be 
alive today if his advice was 
heeded. 

In a telegram to the President’s 
air safety board, Col. T. G, Lanph- 
ier Sr., who with Col. Charles 
Lindbergh helped organize Trans- 
continental Air Transport (now 
T.W.A.) in 1928, repeated the de- 
mand he has. been making period- 
ically since he first veniured into 
commercial, flying. 

“Why can’t air passengers have 
the same chance of survival.in a 
major disaster in the air that 
ocean passengers have in a simi- 
lar disaster at sea; namely, the 
use of a life preserver, which to 
the air passenger means a para- 
chute?”- Lanphier asked the 
board.

LAKE SUCCESS, Oct. 25 (AP)

sembly.” 

The sub-committee, formed by 
the 57-member Political Commit- 
tee of the U.N. Assembly, decided 
to vote Monday whether a simple 
majority or a two-thirds majority 
should be required for the “little 
Assembly” to consider a ques- 
tion. The sub-committee is con- 
sidering several proposals bearing 
on Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall's plan for a year-around 
sitting of the Assembly group. 

John Foster Dulles, United 
States delegate, and Ralph Harry 
of Australia were the leading pro- 
ponents of the American-spon- 
sored plan for a simple majority. 
They contended a two-thirds vote 
would “cripple” the work of the 
group and could lead to bloc vot- 
ing. 

Sir Hartley Shawcross of Brit- 
ain, sponsor of the two-thirds ma- 
jority proposal, maintained that 
such a committee was subordinate 
to the General Assembly and 
“should have substantially the 
same jurisdiction as the Assem- 
bly in matters affecting peace 
and security.” 

Shawcross asked for a unani- 
mous decision on the matter be- 
cause “one of the things causing 
so much public concern is the in- 
conclusive character of our de- 
cisions.”

The Boston Globe said that 
“When President Truman...gives 
to the domestic issue of high 
prices no less emphasis than that 
which he places upon the foreign 
issue of emergency aid to Europe, 
he is showing an awareness of a 
State of public opinion that re- 
gards both problems as critical 

(He) presents the leg- 
islative branch with an issue it 
cannot ignore.” : 

The Washington Star said, how- 
ever, that “if anything is to be 
Sione for the people of Europe 
this winter, it is imperative that 
first things be put first. . .. 
To insist that the legislators also 
deal with the enormously diffi- 
cult problem of inflation before 
January is a blunder of the first 
magnitude—a blunder which is all 
too apt to result in a needless 
political deadlock that will pro- 
duce neither aid for Europe nor 
an answer to inflation.” 

New York Post Comment. 

The New York Post said that 
the President's “undramatic words 
set forth the facts of an emer- 
gency greater than Pearl Harbor. 
Unless halted, inflation here 
will make our task in holding 
back Europe from the pit of eco- 
nomic disaster all the more dif- 
ficult.... There can be no excuse 
for purely partisan politics, for 
maneuvering for position, for side 
issues,” 

The report was “concise and 
clear,” the New York World-Tele- 
gram said.

FROM EUROPE DUE 


Citizens, Officials, Serv- 
ices to Honor Arrival 


of Bodies of 6200 Vet- 


erans. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (AP) — 
The first of the nation’s World 
War II dead to be returned from 
Europe will arrive here tomorrow 
when the transport Joseph V. 
Connolly enters New York’s flow- 
er-strewn harbor with the bodies 
of 6200 American service men. 

Officials of the federal, state 


M@iand city governments and the 
-:feombined military 


services will 
join with thousands of citizens in 
honoring the heroic dead and their 
relatives. 

The Connolly will be escorted 
up the harbor by Navy, Coast 
Guard and Army craft and an air 
escort will be provided by the 
Army Air Force. ’ 

The coffin of one soldier, a Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor winner 
whose name, rank and organiza- 
tion will not be made known, will 
be borne on a caisson from the 
pier to Central Park for the me- 
morial service. 


A funeral cortege of service men, 
city police, firemen, sanitation em- 
ployes and delegations from vet- 
erans’ organizations will wind its 
way through the city, past the 
Eternal Light, Memorial to World 
War I dead, in Madison Square 
Park, and up Fifth avenue to Cen- 
tral Park, 

Along Fifth avenue, churches 
will toll their bells as the flag- 
draped caisson passes. 

Four 105-mm. howitzers manned 
by West Pointers will fire a 21- 
gun salute while the coffin is 
borne from the caisson to a cata- 
falque in the park by eight pall- 
bearers representing the armed 
services, 

Three Army chaplains, of the 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish 
faiths, will conduct the memorial 
services. Speakers will include 
Secretary of the Army Kenneth C, 
Royall, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
and Mayor Willid4m O‘Dwyer. 

The body of the unknown -hero 
will be returned to the transport 
after the ceremonies. On Monday 
the Connolly will cross the bay to 
the Brooklyn Army base where all 
the bodies will be landed for ship- 
ment to next of kin. 

Fifty-six hundred of the bodies 
are of men who died in France, 
Belgium and Holland. They were 
removed from the Henri-Chapelle 
cemetery in Belgium at the re- 
quest of next of kin.

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Life Work of Dr. Little 
of Jackson Memorial 


Laboratory Was Vir- 
tually Destroyed. 


, 


More than 8000 carefully bred 
mice, from strains developed over 
a period of 38 years and used in 
cancer and genetics research in 
laboratories all over the world, 
were destroyed when fire gutted 
the Roscoe B. Jackson Memorial 
Laboratory at Bar Harbor, Me., 
last week, Ernest L. Wynder, who 
worked -at the laboratory last 
summer, said last night. 


Certain types of experiments 
could 4e done only with pure 
strains of mice, he explained. 
However, it will not take an- 
other 38 years to restore all the 
strains, since mice were furnished 
to other laboratories from the 
Jackson Laboratory and sublines 
were developed. 

“While the loss of the strains is 
a severe blow to cancer research,” 
Wynder said, “the loss of the rec- 
ords themselves covering all these 
strains is even greater, since the 
records cannot be replaced.” 

“The life work of Dr. Clarence 
C. Little, the director, was prac- 
tically destroyed with one stroke,” 
Wynder, a Washington University 
medical student, said. 

Dr. Little and Dr. John J. Bitt- 
ner, who is now on the statf of 
the University of Minnesota 
School of Medicine, established 
existence of the milk factor in 
breast cancer in mice, They 
showed that a factor in milk was 
one of three factors that have to 
be present in a mouse in order 
that it would develop breast can- 
cer, Wynder explained, 

They found that the young of a 
cancerous mouse would not de- 
velop breast cancer if taken from 
the mother before it had had 
“even one sip of milk from the 
breast,” he added. The milk fac- 


tor in breast cancer in humans 
has not been established. 
Many Research Workers. 

Ten to 15 research workers, 
aided by an equal number of as- 
sistants, were occupied with a 
wide variety of problems in the 
laboratory, Wynder related. In the 
summer, the staff was augmented 
by about five investigators doing 
research in cancer or genetics and 
18 students, who came there to 
learn methods of research. 

Dr. William Russell, a _ staff 
member, was workimg on trans- 
plantation and regeneration of 
ovaries. Dr. George D. Snell was 
trying to break down tumor cells 
to determine which fraction of 
the cell would transmit cancer, if 
injected into another mouse, Wyn- 
der related, 

Dr. George Wooley studied the 
influence of hormones on develop- 
ment of cancer, particularly the 
influence of removal of the pitui- 
tary and adrenal glands, Wynder 
continued,

Strains of Mice. 


Among the strains developed at 
internationally - known Jackson 
Laboratory or developed from 
their strains were the following: 
Waltzing mice, dwarfs, fidgets, 
pirouettes, shaker 1 and 2, shaker- 
short, circler 1 and 2, jerker, jit- 
ters and mice with kinky tails and 
with “innumerable variations in 
coat colors,” Wynder recalled. 
“The mice were as pure as bio- 
logically possible.” 

The intense young medical stu- 
dent explained that “in research, 
you cannot have a variable in the 
mouse strain you are working 
with. By having a genetically-pure 
strain, you remove one variable. 

“All these strains have played 
a significant role in our fight 
against disease, particularly can- 
cer.” 

Wynder himself worked on two 
problems in the laboratory. He 
sought to establish what element 
in the skin of various strains of 
mice gave it increased resistance 
to an agent that produces cancer, 
It is believed that a concentration 
of calcium in the body tissue may 
give increased resistance. 

Wynder’s other research project 
was to study, under a quartz-rod 
microscope, the thickening of tis- 
sue preceding development of tu- 
mors in ears of mice. He exam- 
ined the same spot on the ears 
each day. “Here also,” he said, 
“pure strains were used to deter- 
mine strain differences and de- 
termine which factor made one 
mouse more resistant than oth- 
ers.” 

Many Generations. 

To develop a pure strain of 

mice, scientists must breed them 


through many generations. If 
pure white mice are desired, for 
example, two pairs of white mice

The movie industry is now un- 
der investigation by the House Un- 
American activities committee for 
Communist influence. 

Johnston is scheduled to testify 
as the committee opens its second 
week of hearings Monday. Others 
to be heard Monday are John 
Howard Lawson, mentioned in the 
hearings as leader of the Com- 
munists in Hollywood; Movie 
Writers Dalton Trumbo, Emmett 
Lavery and Alva H. Bessie, and 
Roy E. Brewer, representative of 
the International Alliance of 
Theatrical and Stage Employes 
and Motion Picture Operators of 
America. 

In the first week of its investi- 
gation, the committee heard pro- 
ducers, directors, actors and writ- 
ers urge Congress to outlaw the 
party in the United States. 

Several witnesses said that the 
Communists concentrated their 
efforts through the Screen Writers’ 
Guild. Howard Rushmore, New 
York Journal-American editorial 
employe and former Communist 
Daily Worker staff member, said 
part followers among the script 
writers were instructed to give 
minutes of Communist propaganda 
in each script. 

Stars Attract Attention. 

Screen stars Robert Taylor, 
Robert Montgomery, Gary Cooper, 
George Murphy and Ronald Rea- 
gan attracted most attention at 
the Kleig-lighted hearings. They 
said they have been criticized by 
some alleged Communists and 
Communist party followers and 
wanted them cleaned out of the 


Johnston’s letter to the Senate 
and House leaders said congres- 
sional investigations are neces- 
sary and important, but “the time 
has come for the Congress to

Robert McKissick, principal fig- 
ure in the second vote fraud con- 
spiracy trial, was acquitted Oct. 10 
by a jury which found the govern- 
ment did not submit sufficient 
conclusive evidence for conviction 
although it attempted to show 
that he ruled the polls in the 
Twenty-first precinct of the Sec- 
ond Ward.

The pellets came 
through the open windows, he 
said, and narrowly missed his 
wife. He said he did not report 
the shooting to the authorities, 
who investigated what he termed 
a false report that he had been 
shot in the arm when driving on 
the highway. 

A report was made to the sher- 
ffs office three weeks ago by 
Harris's sister, Mrs. Roy Bell, who 
makes her home with him, that 
her brother had disappeared and 
she feared that “Carl Shelton had 
kidnaped.him.” Harris returned 
within a few days, explaining that 
he had been in St. Louis. 

Funeral services for Shelton 
will be this afternoon at 3:30 
o'clock at the First Methodist 
Church in Fairfield. The Rev. L 
Corneal, pastor of the Primitive 
Baptist Church of Merriam, near 
Shelton’s farm home, will preach, 
and burial will be in the family 
pict at a nearby rural cemetery. 

The gangster’s funeral will be 
the most lavish the town has seen, 
the undertaker and florists said. 
The most expensive casket sold in 
Fairfield—a $2500 bronze chrome 
affair—has been selected. One

Rivers May Come and Rivers May Go

In a letter referring to the an- 
nouncement in this column last 
week on the opening of thousands 
of acres on the Mississippi river 
to Missouri and Tilinois duck hunt- 


ers, Edmund J, Lippert, 3850A 
Botanical avenue, expresses hope 
there will be no incident like the 
one in which he was involved 10 
years ago. :

“The wardens’ said the river 


had changed its course 26 years). 


before that date and had thrown 
Maple island over to the Missouri 
side of the channel, but that the 
owners still paid taxes to the state 
of Illinois. 

“The island was considered part 
of Illinois despite. the fact that 
you could touch it with a fish pole 
from the Missouri mainland.” 

Lippert maintains that the game 
commissions of both states, in 
fairness to sportsmen, should take 
steps to inform the hunters of the 
licenses required for hunting on 
lands in and along the river.

LEVEL WILL STAY 


Economists Say It Is In- 
evitable Result of Move 
Into Higher Plane of 


Production. 


By CLARKE BEACH 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP)— 
President Truman, Senator Taft 
and most Government economists 
are agreed on one thing: We are 
very unlikely to return to the pre- 
war level of prices and wages in 
the foreseeable future. 


The consensus is that the nation 
has woved on to a higher level of 
production and employment and 
that a permanent upward adjust- 
ment of wages and prices has been 
inevitable. The trend was well 
started even before wartime busi- 
ness controls were removed. 

If this is true it means that the 
value of prewar dollars in terms 
ng power has bécn per- 
manently reduced. 

Heavy losers are the persons 
with fixed incomes, who cannot 
take advantage of flexible wages 
and profits. They are the people 
living on pensions and annuities, 
the people who own savings ac- 
counts, life insurance, Government 
bonds and accrued social security 


benefits. 
Some Recession Some Day. 
This doesn’t necessarily mean 
that the level of prices will con- 
tinue to be as high as it is now. 
Most Government experts say that 
unless the present inflation is un- 
like those in the past, there will 
be some recession sooner or later. 
Only a violent depression, how- 
ever, would bring prices down to 
prewar levels, say the economists, 
and few of them expect such a 
development—at least not within 
five or 10 years and not under any 
conditions now foreseeable.

SOVIET PROPOSAL 


Submarine Stalked Battleship Texas and De- 
stroyer but Weather Prevented Attack, 
Data Released by British Reveals. 


ALLIES QUIT REICH 
REPORTED IN WIND 


LONDON, Oct. 25 (UP)—In June 
1941, six months before Pearl Har- 
bor, the Nazi submarine U-203 


stalked the American battelship 
Texas and a United States destroy- 
er for 150 miles inside the Pan- 
American neutrality zone, trying 
to torpedo them, it was disclosed 
today in minutes of German high 
command conferences released by 
the Brit.sh Admiralty. According 
to the minutes, the submarine was 
unable to fire because of unfavor- 
able weather. 

The final installment of the high 
command .minutes revealed that 
Adolf Hitler, in. conferences at 
which the incident was discussed, 
ordered his Navy to shun incidents 
with United States vessels with 
the deliberate intention of avoid- 
ing war until after he had de- 
feated Russia. 

So confident was Hitler of over- 
coming the Russians, although he 
had been advised against the in- 
vasion, that he believed the “great 
decision,”—that is, the Russian de- 
feat—would come at the end of 
September 1941. 

After the eastern campaign, the 
report said, he “reserved the right 
to take severe action against the 
U.S.A, as well.” 

Made a Concession. 

Though seeking to avoid naval 
incidents, Hitler made this con- 
cession on July 25: he would “nev- 
er call a submarine commander 
to account if he torpedoes an 
American ship by mistake.” 

The documents showed that Hit- 
er: 

Expected the Japanese to attack 
Viadivostok, in- Russian Siberia, 
before they blasted Pearl Harbor, 

Told his staff before the invasion 
of Russia that he could not trust 
Premier Joseph Stalin.

6. Psychological factors. Buy- 
ers’ resistance might slow down 
trading even before supply satis- 
fies demand. A sudden war scare 
would undoubtedly produce panic 
buying. 

7. Legislation by the next Con- 
gress. Administration fiscal ex- 
perts say a general tax reduction 
would aggravate inflation. A de- 
mand is growing for a restoration 
of price controls, but Administra- 
tion authorities express doubt 
that anything but “the full har- 
ness” would be effective and few 
gee any chance of the present 


Congress adopting such a pro- 


gram. 

8. Possible growth of specula- 
tion. The experts do not general- 
ly consider this a speculative 
boom, but Marriner S. Eccles, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, said recently that “in the 
last two years expansion of pri-

Potsdam Agreements Success, But 
Later Violations Make Them a Failure 


N July 25, the Potsdam Conference recessed, because the votes cast in the 
British election several» weeks earlier were to be counted the following 


The day before the two Britons left for 
home to hear the results, I asked Mr. 
Churchill what he thought of his chances 
of remaining in office. He said he had no 
idea of the result but that the people who 
professed to know about elections had 
been betting that the Conservative Party 
would maintain a sizable majority of the 
seats in the House of Commons. He felt 
very confident of victory. 

Mr. Attlee, on the other hand, im- 
pressed me as believing that his party 
would make a fine showing but would be 
defeated. 

It made an interesting point that in the 
midst of our wrangling over how elections 
should be conducted in the liberated 
areas, these two leaders, weeks after the 
votes had been’ cast in England and by 


the armed forces overseas, were entirely | 


unaware of the landslide that had taken 
place to sweep the Labor Party into 
power. 

The result was a surprise to all of us 
who had discussed the matter with them. 

When the new Prime Minister returned 
to Potsdam, he brought Ernest Bevin to 
succeed Anthony Eden as Foreign Minis- 
ter. 

As personalities, Attlee and Bevin dif- 
fer from Churchill and Eden about as 
much as it is possible for people to differ.

De Gaulle’s prewar writings show he is in- 
tensely patriotic and a nationalist; that he identi- 
fies the army as the highest expression of na- 
tional life; and that he is impatient with the las- 
situde, feebleness and corruption which made the 
Third Republic an easy prey to the Nazi legions. 
In 1934 he called for a revival of national 
strength, saying: 

If this national reforging has to begin 
with the Army, that is perfectly in con- 
formity with the natural order of things. 


This is not only because force is more neces- 
sary than ever for nations that want to sur- 


vive, but also because the military body is 

the most complete expression of the spirit 

of a social system. 

This sort of jargon is reminiscent of some of 
the mouthings of Mussolini and Adolf Hitler. 
Such passages, however, are not numerous and 
they are offset by frequent other passages in- 
dicating devotion to elective government, sym- 
pathy with the common soldier as against the 
officer, and repeated specific denunciations of 
Nietzsche’s doctrine of the superman. The motto, 
“Liberte, Egalite, Fraternite” rings through his 
speeches. He has denounced Fascism and Com- 
munism alike as a betrayal of the individual. 

De Gaulle sponsors the “Constitution of 
Bayeux,” which would set up a strong govern- 
ment and a strong chief. of state. The Chief of 
State would be chosen by the two houses of 
Parliament acting as an electoral college. The 
Chief of State would i name the Cabinet—as 
does the President of the United States. So far 
so good, but the proposed Bayeux Constitution 
verges on dictatorship when it would confer on 
the Chief of State the right to rule by decree.

Yet if he is a dictator at heart, as his foes 
charge, he concealed this side of his personality 
from such competent interviewers as William 
Shirer, Noel Busch and Henry C. Wolfe. 

Whatever else De Gaulle may be, he is one 
of the authentic prophets of the time. He 
prophesied victory for the army which mechan- 
ized its forces, and had the bitter satisfaction 
of seeing himself justified in the victory of 
the Wehrmacht. He prophesied the impossibility 
of co-operating with the Communists, and was 
denounced by men who later came to his point 
of view. He prophesied that the old parties of 
France would not be able to establish strong 
and efficient government, and the evidence to 
date sustains his contention. 

The municipal elections which Gen. De Gaulle 
has just won are in a sense only the trial heat. 
The parliamentary election is not due till next 
May, and meanwhile Premier Ramadier shows 
no inclination to resign. With the tacit support 
of the Communists, who do not like him but 
like De Gaulle less, Ramadier may continue in 
power until the next general election. 

Then De Gaulle will be a man to be reckoned 
with. He lacks the steady vision to make him 
the ideal leader, but he is at least dependably 
anti-Communist. If Communism threatens, he 
has said, “we may be certain that the United 
States and France will be together to oppose it. 
May this solid certainty strengthen everywhere 
the minds and hearts of men who are free and 
intend to remain so.”

The perfect tribute to the sacrifice of our 
World War II heroes, who are now being brought 
home in flag-covered caskets from where they 
fell in battle, was spoken 84 years ago. It was 
spoken by a tall, sad man with a scrubby beard 
and a long black coat that blew against his gaunt 
legs in the November wind.

Let’s Do It Right 

Is President Kinsey of the Board of Public 
Service right in deciding to recommend a 
major change in the plan for widening Third 
Street into an inter-regional highway? Frankly, 
we do.not know since this is a question for 
highway and city planning experts.

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‘That Police State Bugaboo 


President Truman, in his soundly documented 
‘report on the need for the special session, com- 
mitted himself to proposing “a program for deal- 
ing with inflation and the high cost of living.” 
Since the session will meet in three weeks, the 
Administration will need to go to work at once 
if it is to be ready when the gavel falls. 

Is Mr. Truman going to propose the return of 
rationing and price control? He did not say. In 
fact, his last previous utterance on inflation dis- 
missed these as “methods of the police state.” 
That was an inexplicable statement for which 
Mr. Truman still needs to make an accounting. 

Rationing and price control were not “meth- 
ods of the police state” when the President was 


battling Congress a year ago last June. Con- 
demning the OPA extension sent to him, he said: 

This bill continues the Government’s re- 
sponsibility to stabilize the economy and at 
the same time it destroys the Government’s 
power to do so. If this bill were allowed to 
become law, the American people would be- 
lieve that they were protected by a work- 
able price control law. But they would not 
be protected and they soon would come to 
a bitter realization of that truth. 

Rationing and price control were not “methods 
of the police state” when Mr. Truman reluctant- 
ly accepted the weak substitute, July 26, 1946. 
Citing chapter and verse on how OPA had held 
inflation in check, he said: 

These facts demonstrate that the continu- 
ance of effective price control is a vital 
necessity to our people. There are millions 
of families for whom a sharp rise in living 
costs means immediate suffering. There 
are others who can get along well enough 
for a while, but ultimately inflation exacts 
its toll from all. - 

Rationing and price control were not “methods 
of the police state” when the President regret- 
fully lifted controls, Oct. 14, 1946. On that oc- 
casion, he said: 

Your questions (as to shortages) have 
been the concern of your Government for 
many weeks. The real story is a simple 
one. The responsibility rests squarely on a 
few men in the Congress who, in the service 
of selfish interests, have been determined 


for some time to wreck price controls no 
matter what the cost might be to our people. 


Whatever is required to stop inflation is the: 


course for the Administration to propose. It is 
also the course for Congress to accept. An inade- 
quate program is not worth trotting out. Mean- 
time, let the legislative branch not follow the 
baffling example of the executive and talk irre- 
sponsibly about rationing and price control as 
“methods of the police state.” 
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Welcome Rain 

The steady, soaking rains are doubly welcome.

Queries on ‘the DC-6, 


The crash of the burning DC-6 left 52 dead 
in Bryce Canyon, Utah—and questions which the 
airlines using the DC-6 and the Civil Aeronautics 
Board need to answer. 

First, how safe a plane is the DC-6? Marvin 
Whitlock, director of service engineering for 
American Airlines, which also uses the DC-6, 
has many criticisms of the big plane. He pre- 
pared them in detail for an engineering society 
meeting at Los Angeles. The talk was not pre- 
sented but its substance was printed in the 
American Aviation Daily from an advance copy. 
Here are items from his bill of indictment: 

Excessive wear on elevator, rudder and 
trim, tab attachment. 

Carburetor and spark plug trouble makers. 

Cabin doors causing frequent difficulties. 

Inferior electrical wiring. 

Inaccessibility of parts requiring service. 

Ineffective waste oil disposal. 


Short-lived propeller de-icers. 
Cowls that could be dented by the thumb. 


Some of these complaints are obvious fire 
hazards and might have been responsible for 
this horrible tragedy. What had the Douglas 
company, and lines which flew the DC-6, done 
to correct them? What has the CAB done to 
enforce the new fire-prevention regulations, set 
up after the loss of 22 lives in a similar burning 
plane crash in South Carolina? 

And what about parachutes? The .ill-starred 
DC-6 was not equipped with this safety device 
as are military planes. Had parachutes been 
available and the passengers been briefed on 
how to use them, it is possible that every per- 
son aboard might have escaped. Why are not 
air passengers fitted with parachutes just as sea 
passengers are equipped with life preservers?

Between Book Ends 


Down From Shangri-La 


NOTHING SO STRANGE, by James Hilton. (Little, 


Brown & Co., Boston.) 


The scientist's place in our evolving 
push-button world has long been Novelist 
Aldous Huxley’s domain. Now James Hil- 
ton attacks the problem (and argues it 
with Huxley) in a well-documented and 
well-paced story of an American physicist 
and his experiences in prewar England, 
preparing-for-war Germany and wartime 
America. In England he worked in a quiet 
university, in Germany in a seething politi- 
cal cauldron, and in America in the Oak 
Ridge enclosure. None of them satisfied 
his scientific ambitions. 

The story is told in flashbacks, princi- 
pally by a rfch American girl who met the 
physicist when he taught in England. She 
loved him, but he ignored her, and jumped 
at the opportunity to work in Vienna with 
a famous scientist. He married a Viennese 
girl, who was killed by the Nazis. After 
various adventures he returned to the 
United States, worked on the atom bomb, 
served in the Air Forces and crashed, was 
hospitalized and finally was reunited with 
the rich girl, with whom he fell in love. 

Not always have James Hilton’s char- 
acters found such final happiness. In some 
cases they never did. In others they found 
and then lost it. In still others it was of 
an unconventional nature. But in this 
novel he apparently felt he had to estab- 
lish this tranquility, even if only to give 
them both together the courage to go on,

Hilton has changed radically in that he 
is no longer an escapist or a pacifist: the 
Shangri-la of “Lost Horizon” is a thing 
of the past. “You can’t exaggerate the 
mess we're in,” he says: “a technological 
crisis bringing to a head the moral crisis 
we've all shirked for centuries.” Here he 
agrees with Huxley, as when he argues 
that not one or another weapon of destruc- 
tion must be expunged, but war itself. 

The disagreement comes when they dis- 
cuss the method to end wars. The physi- 
cist, Brad, talks for Hilton. A fellow Oak 
Ridge scientist, Frank, talks for Huxley, 
and gays: “Free Science is the Fifth Free- 
dom, and if we don’t get it back, count me 
out of science altogether. . . . I'd rather 
go fishing in the little time that’s left. 
Might come to a point where you and I 
stage our sit-down strike—while our har- 
nessed and muzzled colleagues carry on 
till the bombs start falling and they fin- 
ish up, like everyone else on that dooms- 
day, Men of Extinction.” 

Brad insists such passive resistance won't 
work. “The future’s not a club you can 
resign from. It’s part of the whole world 
problem. . . . Now we've got to stop shirk- 
ing it, and in that fight count me in—both 
as a scientist and also, if you'll pardon the 
expression, as a good American!” 

So, with an ideal to guide him and a 
lover to accompany him, he walks bravely

More American ‘history can be learned 
faster from Roger Butterfield’s “The Amer- 
ican Past” than from any book this reader 
has ever set eyes on. 

With 1000 illustrations on its 476 large 
pages, this handsome volume is a picture 
book in the grand manner. Facsimiles of 
the Declaration of Independence, Consti- 
tution, Gettysburg Address and other great 
documents make it a Freedom Train with 
a permanent stopover. Portraits of Wash- 
ington, Wilson and other statesmen by 
noted painters make it an art gallery. 
From Brady's Civil War Views to F.D.R.’s 
burial and Harry Truman’s nervous af- 
firmation of the presidential oath, it is a 
collection of news photos par excellence. 

Webster in silhouette, Old Hickory on a 
daguerreotype, Bingham’s justly celebrated 
canvases of the frontier democracy, litho- 
graphs, sketches, old prints, primitives—all 
these appear in rich profusion. 

No such bounteous harvest of political 
cartoons has ever been printed before. Be- 


' ginning with Franklin's famous “join-or- 


die” snake (1754) and including the origi- 
nal “Gerry-mander” engraving (1812), they 
include works of Keppler, Nast, Davenport, 
Rogers and Opper, of Boardman Robinson, 
Art Young, Kirby and Fitzpatrick. Walt 
McDougall’s powerful and perhaps decisive 
“Royal Feast of Belshazzar Blaine” is re- 
produced as part of a page of the New 
York World, where it appeared on the eve 
of Cleveland's close squeak in 1884, 
. . * 


Yet distinguished as the book is for pic- 
tures, it is even more noteworthy for its 
bright, direct, blunt text. Mr. Butterfield 
says just what he thinks the facts allow 
him to say. The seating of Hayes in 1876 
was a “brazen steal” achieved by “bribery, 
forgery and perjury.” There was “no 
serious disorder” in the Pullman strike 
until Cleveland sent troops in over the op- 
position of Gov. Altgeld. The decision kill- 
ing the income tax in 1895 “simply threw 
an uncomfortable light on the fact that 
the Supreme Court was loaded -with big 
business prejudice.” 

Borah and Johnson led the fight on the 
League of Nations because “they wanted 
to get even” with Wilson. Harding's “jeal- 
ous” wife “henpecked him.” As Secretary 
of Commerce, Hoover found “many oppor- 
tunities to aid business in evading the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act.” TVA, after 10. 
years, was “a yardstick for measuring 100 
years of rugged individualism—during 
which the Tennessee river had run away to 
waste and destruction—against a decade of 
intelligent public planning.” 

And so on. But the reviewer Inevitably 
comes back to the pictures. One shows 
Grant without a beard, and the firm, 
strong chin suggests not only why he took 
Richmond but also stood stanchly for his 
conviction as President that religion has 
no place in public-supported education. 

If this reviewer were not fortunate 
enough to possess one of the first copies, 
there is no book he would rather have for 
his birthday. “The American Past” can

Program of Late Allies. 


Great Britain, even under its 
Labor Government, has felt the 
mecessity of establishing such a 
program.

In the United States, -with our 
present volunteer system, recruit- 
ments are far from adequate to 
maintain even our present author- 
ized strength, which includes only 
“about three and one-third divis- 
fons of combat troops.

Without strength in any one of 
these factors our country cannot 
be secure, under existing world 
conditions. 

Plans have .been well worked 
out for a universal military train- 
ing program which will accom- 
plish the desired results with a 
minimum of dislocation of the 
civilian population and loss of 
time by the trainees from their 
normal civilian programs. 

These plans have been given a 
small-scale experimental test which 
has been highly successful. 
though the universal military 
training program has been recom- 
mended primarily for national se- 
curity reasons, the test of the 
plans has demonstrated the possi- 
bility of carrying out the program 
in such manner as to benefit those 
involved in it in health, education, 
character, and fitness to partici- 
pate as effective citizens in a de- 
mocracy. 

The cost of such a program in 
money and effort will be large. 
The cost, however, is almost in- 
significant in comparison with the 
loss and suffering which such 
training could prevent. 


Insurance Against War. 

The program should significant- 
ly diminish the danger that we 
may become involved in another 
war. If unhappily we should be 
come so involved, it should enable 
us to carry through successfully 
and without unnecessary sacrifice 
of life and treasure. 

Nobody wants war. 

Nobody wants universa) military 
training for its own sake. What 
we all want is peace and relief 
from the burden of maintaining 
extensive military establishments. 

The long-term objective; which 
should be sought by every means 
possible, should be progressive 
general disarmament by all na- 
tions down to the point-of ade- 
quate police power co-operatively 
to suppress any threats of inter- 
national aggression. | 

This is the objective of the 
United Nations and of all the 
peace-loving people of the world. 

Until, however, a procedure to 
accomplish this has been agreed 
on and put into operation, our 
safety demands a military posture, 
as an insurance against loss of 
life and liberty. 

It demands a military establish- 
ment strong enough to meet those 
threats which can be envisaged 
in the present world situation. 


POLAND PROTESTS OVER PLAN 
TO DIVIDE NAZI GOLD LOOT 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (UP)— 
The State Department is studying 
a protest from Poland against the 
proposed distribution of $144,526- 
500 in gold looted by the Nazis. 

‘The protest against the United 
States-British-French decision said 
it endangers Poland’s chances of 
getting its share. The tripartite 
plan would distribute the loot 
among Belgium, Luxembourg and 
The Netherlands. 

Poland said it was not consulted 
by the three powers of the dis- 
tribution.

Is Unlikely 


Likely Solution— 
Jews, Arabs Both 
Intolerant.

HERE is no possible amicable 
solution of ‘the Jewish-Arab 
Palestine problem, 

Under circumstances here 
nothing can be accomplished ex- 
cept through force. 

This is the brutal truth which 
confronts observers here today as 
they struggle to see some light 
amidst barbed wire and protec- 
tion zones erected by the British 
forces to protect their lives against 
both Arab and Jewish extremists. 
The impossibilityof finding a solu- 
tion agreeable to both parties 
boils down to the elemental] fact 
that the Jews and Arabs are poli- 
tically more alike than generally 
believed. Both display the same 
oriental intolerance; neither will 
compromise. 

Jews Intransigent. 

The fundamental instransigence 
of the Jewish race is visible in 
the way the prospect of a Jewish 
state here has been received by 
Jews already established in the 
Holy Land, 

Although unofficially many ad- 
mit that the United Nations 
Special Committee on Palestine 
partition plan gives them more 
than they ever dreamed of getting, 
only a small majority are officially 


backing it. 

Of the two minority parties, one 
is ambitiously demanding all Pal- 
estine; the other is favoring a 
constitutionally unified state with 
Jews and Arabs having equal 
rights. 

Meanwhile, the spokesman for 
the majority party makes it clear 
that it only accepts the partition 
plan as a lesser evil. 


Enlightened Jews here know 
that the Jewish state with four 
patches of territory and an Arab 
minority of 2000 cannot exist eco- 
nomically unless it comes to an 
agreement with the Arab state. 

But they are confident that 
once the Arabs are faced with 
the inevitable, they will co-operate. 
Their argument is that in Pales- 
tine, ike anywhere else, the needs 
of daily life are more important 
than politics. 

If the Jews are proved wron it 
will be too late to backtrack. e 
fact ig that the Jews expect con- 
cessions in the future while they 
themselves refuse to meet the 
Arab point of view all along the 


way. 
Arab Coalition May Fight. 

Jewish authorities admit that 
they may have to fight on Arab 
coalition as soon as the British 
troops are withdrawn. They are, 
however, confident they can over- 
come it with their own Jewish 
Agency army (the Haganah.) 

This confidence appears .to be 
based on the following military 
and political factors in the Mid- 
dle East: 

1. The only strong armies in the 
Middle East today are 5000 Frénch- 
trained Lebanese and 30,000 Brit- 
ish-trained Trans-Jordanian forces. 

It is unlikely either would fol- 
low strictly Arab directives to at- 
tack the Jews. 

2. King Abdullah of Trans-Jor- 
dania, despite pledges given Arab 
leaders, is not interested in de- 
stroying the partition plan as he 
hopes to integrate the Arab state 
of Palestine within Trans-Jordan 
borders. 

3. Iraq is unable to send any 
considerable forces against the 
Jews as it is threatened by a 
Kurdish rebellion. 

The Jewish spokesman here 
smiled when I asked him today 
whether Haganah leaders had re- 
cently been in. contact with the 
Kurds, 

4. Egyptian troops will be in-

On page 38 Byrnes presents 
stenographic notes which he tells 
us he took of a conversation at 
Yalta between Roosevelt and 
Stalin regarding the countries to 
be invited to become members of 
the United Nations, Stalin ob- 
jected to the inclusion of states 
that had severed relations but 
that had not actually declared 
war upon the Axis. The President 
is purported to have said: “Four 
years ago the Acting Secretary of 
State, Mr. Welles, told the South 
American republics it was not 
necessary to declare war on Ger- 
many, but that it was necessary 
to cut off diplomatic relations. . 
Quite frankly fit was a mistake of 
Mr. Welles in not advising them to 
declare war instead of merely 
breaking off diplomatic relations.” 

Says Notes Must Be Garbled. 

In view of the innumerable con- 
versations I had with the late 
President upon inter-American re- 
lations, which necessarily gave me 
an accurate estimate of the re- 
spect for the sovereignty of the 
Latin American Countries by 
which he was guided in his Good 
Neighbor Policy, it is impossible 
for me not to believe that Byrnes’s 
stenographic notes have been 
garbled. 

But since his report, if unchal- 
lenged, may raise some doubt in 
the minds of our Latin-American 
neighbors as to the sincerity with 
which President Roosevelt ob- 
served the principles which he 
professed, the following factual 
statement may serve a useful pur- 
pose.. 

Immediately after Pearl Harbor 
the twenty-one American govern- 
ments agreed to hold a consulta- 
tive meeting of their Foreign 
Ministers at Rio de Janeiro on 
Jan. 15, 1942, I was appointed by 
the President to represent the 
United States at that conference. 

The five Central American Re- 
publics, Panama, Cuba, the Do- 
minican Republic and Haiti had 
already declared war upon the 
Axis. Mexico, Colombia and Vene- 
zuela had broken all’ relations. 
The remaining eight Republics of 
South America had not yet deter- 
mined upon the action they would 
take. 

Purpose of Conference. 


The chief objective of the con- 
ference was to agree, if possible, 
upon such joint action by all the 
American nations as would be best 
calculated to protect the hemis- 
phere and to insure the security 
of the United States. 


The state of public opinion and 
the internal political situation in 
several South American countries 
were such as to make it impossible 
for their governments then to de- 
Clare war even had they wished 
to do so. The military authorities 
in most of South America believed 
that the Axis was invincible. The 
peoples of many republics, with no 
small reason, feared that their. 
thousands of miles of unprotected 
coasts might réadily be invaded. 
Axis agents and Axis sympathizers 
were numerous and powerful. 

Had the United States at that 
time attempted tb compel these 
South American republics to de- 
clare war upon the Axis, this coun- 
try would have been accused of 
trying, to force its neighbors into 
war, not for their salvation, but 
solely to save its own skin. Axis 
propagandists would have been 
given precisely the issue they

Early in January I was informed 
by our own War and Navy Depart- 
ments that they strongly opposed 
any conference agreement which 
went beyond the severance of 
diplomatic and economic relations 
with the Axis. They stressed the 
unpreparedness of a majority of 
the South American republics. 
They told me the United States 
would be unable for some time to 
furnish military and naval mate- 
riel to its neighbors, They insisted 
that a declaration of war on the 
part of the South American states 
might well result in Axis aggres- 
sion against them, and in that 


.|event the additional burden placed 


upon the United States would 
create a situation of extreme dan- 
ger for this country. 

Before leaving for Rio de 
Janeiro, I went over with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt the address which 
I had prepared for the opening 
session of the conference. The 
President in particular approved 
this ‘paragraph of my text: “As 
each one of yor knows, my gov- 
ernmeni has made no suggestion, 
and no request, as to the course 
which any of the governments 
of the other American republics 
should pursue subsequent to the 
Japanese attack upon the United 
States and the declaration of war 
upon it by the other Axis powers. 
We do not function in that way in 
the American family of nations.” 

F.D.R. Indorsed Speech. 

The President enthusiastically 
indorsed the principle expressed 
in the final sentence. 

These were the beliefs of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and the views of 
his Administration, in January, 
1942, 

There is one detail in Byrnes’s 
account which should not pass un- 
noticed. According to his version, 
President Roosevelt stated that I, 
as Acting Secretary of State, had 
“told” the other American repub- 
lics how they should decide a 
question which, above all others, 
should only be determined by the 
- Ivereign will of independent peo- 
ples. Never during the years I 
served under the President did the 
Department of State ever “tell” 
any other American republic what 
action it should take. Never did 
President Roosevelt ever suggest 
such a step. 

It was only after Byrnes was 
appointed Secretary of State that 
“telling” our American neighbors 
became a feature of our policy, 
and the results of that policy have 
been only too tragically apparent. 


ATOMIC LABORATORY BLAST

CHICAGO, Oct. 25 (UP) — An 
explosion at the atomie laboratory 
at the University of Chicago was 
blamed on a bursting flask of so- 


dium alloy today and not on any 
radioactive experiments. 

Four persons were injured when 
the flask blew up at the Argonne 
National Laboratories. Only one 
was taken to a hospital. 

A spokesman for the laborato- 
ries said that Earl W. Hoyt, 20 
years old, Chicago, a,technician 
in' the metallurgy division of the 
laboratories, was heating the flask 
over a burner when it blew up. 
Hoyt was treated for second de- 
gree burns and cuts on the head. 
Three others were cut by flying 
glass.

NDERGROUND protection for 

industry from future bombing 

attack is being studied inten- 
sively here as Army and Air Force 
activities go into a new phase. 

The services won't tell at pres- 
ent all they are doing but the 
work is vigorous and significant. 

The question is a difficult one, 
with some obstacles only becom- 
ing apparent as studies progress, 
It involves engineering and geo- 
logical problems of moving under- 
ground as well as the broad so- 
ciological problem of mass move- 
ment of key industries. 

No firm conclusions are reached. 
Results are still: considered “class- 
ified.” This is for security reasons 
and to prevent individual compa- 
nies from going off half-cocked 
on tentative findings. 

Work at present goes on in 
many parts of the country, but 
if you mention specific spots to 
the services, they say: “Let’s not 
turn spies loose there.”

Contract For Inquiry. 

They have been carried on by 
the Army corps. of engineers, 
Army ordnance, the Air Force ma- 
terial. command and civilian sci- 
entists and engineers, Guy B.

the feasibility and cost of con- 
structing ‘and operating under- 
ground plants and storage sites.” 

Now getting under way is a se- 
ries of tests in which heavy explo- 
sives will be set off actually to 
determine the resistance of under- 
ground shelters. To be held at 
Dugway Proving Grounds, near 
Salt Lake City, Utah, they will 
employ charges up to 320,000 
pounds of TNT—about one-fifth 
of the rated power of the atomic 
bomb. 

Tunnels will be constructed at 
depths varying from 125 to 175 
feet. The explosives, set off over- 
head, will determine the protec- 
tive qualities of different types of 
rock. 

More than a year ago, the Army 
Ordnance Ballistics Research Lab- 
oratory at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Md., said that its labora- 
tory experiments indicated that 
shock waves from an atomic bomb 
explosion might make even deep 
underground shelters useless, The 
Utah tests will throw light on this 
—a crucial question in the whole 
field of study. 

Statement by Army. 

The Army’s official though ten- 
tative view of the question states: 
“The pattern of United States life 
—gocial and industrial—will never 
permit the degree of dispersion 
which military strategy makes de- 
sirable. We can disperse the bulk 
of our critical military stockpiles.

The Bolshevik Psychology. 

One of the things which im- 
pressed me most in Moscow was 
the dominant, if invisible, factor 
of a common Soviet psychology 
in the upper brackets of adminis- 
tration and command. Although 
the Bolshevik revolution was long 
ast, it seemed to be a distinctly 
revolutionary psychology. I don’t 
mean in the. aggressive sense, I 
mean something entirely apart 
and distinct from foreign psychol- 
ogies in the rest of Europe, some- 
thing more than a merely na- 
tionalistic differentiation. ere 
is, I believe, a Soviet mental] indi- 
viduality—something which is a 
product of the October Revolu- 
tion and the years of struggle 
which followed it. It might be 
called the Bolshevik psychology. 

As a revolution minority the 
Bolsheviks, under nin, had to 
trust no one but themselves in 
order first to survive, and then to 
succeed, But even when they 
had won an initial grasp on power 
in Russia their revolution was far 
from consolidated or secure. The 
civil war followed, with foreign 
intervention by European powers 
which sought by every means to 
smother the revolution. Out of 
these years of fierce struggle for 
Bolshevik survival came the Soviet 
Union’s prolonged isolation from 
the Western world. Out of these 
same years—came Stalin and al- 
most every present member of 
Moscow’s Politburo.

upon to shape and support policies 
that affect not only its own people 
but countless other millions. 

“Many of those millions wonder 
what, besides money and goods, 
we have to offer. The ideas and 
ways of life that characterize us 
as a people are challenged now in 
many parts of the world; some of 
those ideas would be useful to the 
rest of the world if we could make 
them clear and available. Many 
of them would be more useful to 
us at home if we understood 
them better.” 


No Monopoly. 
“None of our best ideas of free- 
dom, of right and of good,” Presi- 
dent Chalmers went on to point 
out, “belong exclusively to the 
English-speaking peoples. “They 
come from everywhere. Yet some 
400,000,000 people share the Eng- 
lish language; most of them share 
the religion, law, and the litera- 
ture that it expresses. They are 
daily reshaping their religion, law 
and literature to meet the urgen- 
cies of their own lives and their 
responsibilities to the rest of the 
world.” | 
Last year’s conference was not- 
able for a spirited discussion of 
the Nurnberg trials between Sen- 
ator Robert L. Taft and Prof. Har- 
old J. Laski of Great Britain. 
This year the differing economic 
and political philosophies of Sena- 
tor Joseph H. Ball and Victor G. 
Reuther, educational director of/7 
the UAW-CIO, provided the high 
point of discussion. Among the 20 
speakers who addressed the con-

In opening the discussion Prof.

The Soviet Union’s 
express rejection of the basic prin- 
ciple of legitimate and responsible 
government, the freely given and 
freely made consent of the people, 
he held to be the root cause of the 
trouble in the UN. 

Difficulties Underscored. 

The difficulties in the way of 
arriving at universally accepted 
fairness even at home was under- 
scored in the sessions on labor- 
management problems. While Sen- 
ator Ball presented the case for a 
free economy, insisting on the 
need for preserving “a free and 
fair market, alike for labor,

H. Styles 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
had said at the airport on arrival 
that he would ask Gen. Clay to 
halt all dismantling. After the 
Berlin conference, the Senator de- 
nied making such a statement but 
added that, if he had done so, he 
would stick by it. 
However, to a direct question, 
he replied: “We didn’t make any 
such demands on Clay.” 
The group declined to discus 
what the military governor had 
told them in the course of thédir 
lengthy conferences and said he 
must speak for himself.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (UP) — More 
than “eight years after he left 
office, an official state portrait of 
f rmer Gov.

Several speakers voiced deep 
concern over the domestic dangers 
they saw imperilling the liberal 
tradition and the basic liberties of 
the country. Arthur Murphy, pro- 
fessor of philosophy at Cornell, 
was especially concerned with the 
threat represented by the Reese 
bill which would purge the federal 
payroll of employes found guilty 
of “disloyalty”. No one, he insist- 
ed, who understands the situation 
or examines the proposals being 
put forward by such organizations 
as the American Legion will deny 
that the peril is real. 

“It is, under these conditions, 
not a small thing that the federal 
government has enlisted the serv- 
ices of loyalty boards and the FBI 
to stop the mouths and: minds of 
two millions of our. citizens 
against dangerous thoughts and 
their expression. This is not a 
question of protection against 
acts of violence or the betrayal of 
military secrets. 

Orthodoxy in Question. 

“It is, orthodoxy of political belief 
that is in question, and for the 
great majority of those people 
such orthodoxy is no more nor 
less essential to the proper per- 
formance of their duties than in 
the case of millions of other men 
and women who do not work, for 
the federal government. The dif- 
@erence is that they can by gov- 
ernmental action be directly sub- 
jected to economic. sanctions, 
where others as yet cannot, And 
the result for those who have to 
earn a living and are cautious 
about their jobs, will normally be 
the strict avoidance of the expres- 
sion of all opinions which could 
come under the censure of any 
pressure group in this country 
capable of influencing the decis- 
ions of loyalty boards or the At- 
torney-General. That the con- 
formity thus purchased can be 
represented as the loyalty a free 
government wants and has a right 
to expect of its citizens and the 
demand for it as a vindication of 
our national ideals is evidence of 
the disintegration that. has al- 
ready taken place in our tradition- 
al ideals.” 

Murphy reached the conclusion 
that in this unhappy situation “the 
greatest danger to our ideals is 
not the presence of Communists 
in the country but the absence of 
liberals.” 

Fischer showed that govern- 
ment by consent occupies a unique 
place in the American political 
tradition because, for all practical 
purposes, government in the Unit- 
ed States does not begin to func- 
tion until the consent of all major 
sectional and _ special interest 
groups has been obtained to any 
important decision in American 
life.

The Act of Chapultepec and the 
United Nations Charter, both of 
which contain expressions oppos- 
ing racial bias, are cited promi- 
nently in most of the briefs as 
illustrating current public policy.

In this connec- 
tion the St. Louis Civil Liberties 
Committee brief mentioned a Ca- 
nadian case which has apparently 
influenced the thinking of some 
lawyers. 

This was an action brought in 
1945 ‘in Toronto to void a covenant 
directed against Jews. In declar- 
ing the agreement invalid for 
various reasons Judge Mackay of 
the. Ontario Supreme Court, a 
court of original jurisdiction, laid 
great stress on a public policy 
whose applications might change 
but whose principles remain the 
same, 

He quoted the late Justice Car- 
dozo that ‘the law must have a 
principle of growth and the late 
Justice Holmes that the secret 
root from which the law draws 
the juices of life is what is expe- 
dient for the community con- 
cerned. He cited British prece-‘ 
dents for applying public policy 
in legal opinions in asserting that 
“whatever is injurious to the in- 
terests of the public is void on 
the ground of public policy.” He 
added it was a recognized rule 
that courts could look at Domin- 
ion and Provincial acts and public 
law for guidance in determining 
principles of public policy. 

United Nations Charter. 

With these premises, the jurist 
quoted from the preamble of the 
United Nations Charter and Cana- 
dian law to bolster his conclusion 
that the covenant was void be- 
cause offensive to the public pol- 
icy. Continuing, he said it might 
not be improper to refer to other 
expressions demanding considera- 
tion of mankind. | 

He then cited speeches by 
President Roosevelt, former Prime 
Minister Churchill and Gen.

For Brilliance---Plant Later 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

Many gardens that are beauti- 
ful in springtime look dismal in 
the fall. That is a pity, for the 
riotous coloring of leaves and ber- 
ries, highlighted by autumn’s 
bright flowers, can make the gay- 
est picture of the year. 

Even though the actual plant- 
ing is best postponed until late 
fall or early spring, this is an ex- 
cellent time to pick out brightly 
colored trees and shrubs to liven 
the autumn garden. Preference 
should be given to plants that also 
are attractive at other seasons. 
This isn’t too difficult, for many 
of the handsomest flowering 
shrubs and trees end the season 
in a burst of colox. 

A number of low-growing trees 
are decorative throughout a long 
season, and space usually can be 
made for one or two in even the 
smallest planting. The beauty of 
the white or pink blossoms. of the 
dogwood in spring is almost 
equaled by the brilliance of its 
foliage in the fall. The handsome 
red fruits seldom last long, how- 
ever; for they are considered tid- 
bits by the birds. 


Pear Is Ornamental. 


Blossomg of flowering cherries 
are among the showiest of spring- 
time, and the leaves of these trees 
turn a splendid scarlet in the fall. 
The white flower of the hawthorn, 
the Missouri state flower, is fol- 
lowed by crimson fruit and bright 
red foliage in autumn. Two other 
varieties of hawthorn that grow

which belongs to the viburnum 
family, has white flower clusters 
and its deep blue-black fruits are 
handsome against reddish leaves 
Among larger trees, the pear 
might be classed as an ornamental, 
with its fragrant white blossoms, 
golden fruit, and deep bronze 
foliage. The yellowwood and the 
Kentucky coffee tree both have 
showy flowers in early summer, 
and bright coloring in autumn. 
Shade trees that turn a brilliant 
yellow in fall are the hickory, 
ginko, ash and tulip trees. The 
sugar maple, sweet gum, and sas- 
safras are crimson and gold,-and 
various tints of red are flaunted 
by the red maple and members of 
the oak family. For autumn col- 
oring the scarlet oak, white oak 
and pin oak are especially fine. 
Many shrubs are a good choice 
for season-long effect. The low- 


growing rock cotoneaster has 
dainty blossoms in the spring, and 
rich crimson leaves and bright 
berries in autumn. The tall high- 
bush cranberry is not as showy in 
May as its relative, the snowball, 
but its lacy white flowers are fol- 
lowed by clusters of shiny, cur- 
rant-red berries. The firethorn 
also is lovely during its flowering 
season in May, and in the fall its 
bitter-sweet orange berries light 
up the garden like a beacon, This 
shrub, Pyracantha coccinea lalan- 
di, grows best in a protected, sunny 
spot, and is delightful planted be- 
side a wall. 

A few shrubs should be given 
high rating on any list even 
though their flowers. are incon- 
spicuous, When well grown, the 
Japanese barberries are handsome 
throughout the season, and their 
crimson leaves and bright berries 
are glorious in the fall. Dressed in 
autumn foliage, the winged Eu- 
onymous is the reddest of shrubs, 
and after the leaves fall the 
rugged “winged” branches are at- 
tractive through the winter. The 
leaves of the shrub-like Japanese 
maple are bright scarlet in both 
spring and fall, 

Has Purple Blossoms. 

If there ‘s pace for a hedgerow 
of very large s. s, Many native 
varieties sh« ld be included for 
their autumn beauty. Very effec- 
tive ones are the red chokeberry, 
the bronze shadbush, and the 
spicebush with yellow leaves and 
scarlet berries. The bright red 
berries of the winterberry often 
last until January. The wahoo, a 
native euonymus that sometimes 
becomes as large as a small tree, 
has large purple blossoms fol- 
lowed by spectacular crimson 
fruits with scarlet husks in the 


fall. 


| 


Most of thes« trees and shrubs 
will grow just about as rapidly 
as overplaned varieties like 
American elm or the common 
spirea, but it is sometimes diffi- 
cult to obtain them, Handsome 
native species rarely are listed, 
simply because there isn’t enough 
demand for them, but with a little 
shopping around, they may be lo- 
cated. 

It is not advisable to try to 
move dogwood trees or native 
shrubs from the woods, for these 


seedlings usually have long tapi} 


roots. Digging them up is a real 
job, and the mortality rate of 
transplanted woodland plants is 
terrific. In addition to having 
more compact root systems, 
nursery. grown trees and shurbs 
usually make handsomer, more 
shapely specimens for- the garden.

dential construction, the National 
Association of Real Hstate Boards 
said yesterday. 

This estimate was based upon 
reports from real estate boards of 
299 communities in NAREB’s 47th 
semi-annual survey of the real es- 
tate market. These communities 
have a combined population of 
40,671,000, representing 49 per cent 
of the estimated urban total of the 
United States, 
The present unprecedented home 

ding boom, resulting largely 
from the removal ‘of federal re- 
strictions by the Housing and 
Rent Act, is changing the entire 
outlook for housing NAREB said. 
The contra-seasonal spurt, al- 
though starting late in the year 
after the act became effective, 
turned out houses during August 
and September at the rate of 1, 
000,000 a ‘year, and should raise 
the 1947 production total to 800,000 
or 900,000 non-farm units, 

With the present population of 
the country and the current fam- 
ily income levels, construction be- 
yond the 2,078,200 total would not 
be confined to the sole problem of 
putting roofs over people’s heads, 
but would be for the purpose of 
improving housing standards, 
NAREB explained. 

Weights still hampering house 
production, the survey showed, 
are: 

1. High cost for labor and ma- 
— all along the line of produc- 

on. 

2. Continuing scarcities of some 

materials and of skilled labor. 
3. Resulting uncertainties in 
scheduling the building operation 
and resulting “inefficiency” of la- 
bor, which, in turn, increase home 
costs. 

Shortage of skilled building la- 
bor was reported by 62 per cent of 
the communities, with the situa- 
tion more acute in the larger 
cities. There are more jobs than 
experienced workmen in 88 per 
cent of the country’s biggest cities, 
Lbut in only 68 per cent of the 
smallest towns. 

Specific building materials that 
are still short in a majority of 
the reporting communities are: 

1, Soil pipe, in 66 per cent. 

2. Hardwood flooring, in 62 per

3. Plumbing equipment, in 61 
per cent.

Clarification of Washington Uni- 
versity’s policy regarding ad

The university announced last 
week it had accepted a $15,006 
scholarship fund for law students, 
despite a provision that the awards 
be made without discrimination 
because of color or race.

The letter, signed by James 
Gaston, secretary of the A.V.C. 
council, said: “Before students can 
enter the school of law, they must 
have a pre-law course. While 
most law students take their 
training at Washington Univer- 
sity, some do not. How could the 
school of law conscientiously bar 
a Negro student who had taken 
his pre-law training elsewhere? 
And if it did bar a Negro student, 
how could this possibly be inter- 
préted as using the income from 
the endowment without discrimi- 
nation?”

dreamt of intervening in the in-., 
ternal affairs of other countries.” 

He Should Have Known. 

The Communist directors added 
that Terrachini should have 
known from recent “decisions of 
the directive organs of the Com- 
munist party” that ideas such as 
he expressed are to be “con- 
demned and rejected.” Such ideas 
“can only serve to confuse the 
minds of the working masses,” 
the Italian Communist director- 
ate added. 

Terrachini is president of the 
Italian Parliament, He is 52 years 
old, and twice served in Moscow 
in the Communist International 
headquarters.

VAST NICKEL ORE DEPOSITS 
FOUND IN PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 256 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Mines said today 
wartime surveys have disclosed 
vast deposits of low-grade nickel 
ore in the Pacific Northwest, 
whiclf can be recovered as a high- 
grade nickel-iron alloy. 

The two most promising depos- 
its are 5,500,000 tons in Kittitas 
county in central Washington, 26 
miles north of Cle Elum, and | 
6,000,000 tons in Douglas county, 
gaia ase ‘Oregon, near Riddle, 

re. f 

Another deposit, 18 miles east | 
of the Cle Elum reserve, at Blew- | 
ett pass in Chelan county, was 
found to contain less than 50,000 
tons of ore. 

The bureau found that by a 
partial reduction process, 90 to 96 
per cent of the nickel in these 
deposits can be recovered as ferro- 
nickel assaying up to 25 per cent 
nickel. High-purity ferro-nickel, 
assaying up to 76 per cent nickel, 
Was recovered through additional 
processing, but the loss of nickel 
in the slag increased rapidly as 
‘the grade of ferro-nickel increased. 
: In addition to the nickel-iron 
alloy; a low-chromium steel can 
be recovered from the slag, the 
bureau said.

HEN I was here 10 years ago the Arabs were fighting 
the British, and everybody was saying things couldn’t be 
worse.

and the British soldiers walk the streets in groups of four, 

with automatic guns cocked and ready. All.around them the 

citizens of Jerusalem greet each other with “Salom!”—which 

sounds pretty much the same when you say it in Hebrew or 

Arabic and means “Peace,” everywhere, except here in Jeru- 

salem, the Holy City over which the Prince of Peace, Himself, 
shed tears of sorrow nearly two thousand years ago.

Over here a war is going on—a war'to the death 
between a small band of desperate Jews and a huge 
army of discouraged British.

HER CLEANING JOB AT THE 


BANK PAID $20 A MONTH

ADDISON, Mich., Oct. 26 
HE president of the Addison 
State Bank, one of this com- 
munity’s most beloved and dis- 
tinguished citizens, was a news 
vendor, a bootblack and a janitor 
before undertaking a banking 


. career. This Algerish progression 


is, of course, not unique in high 
financial circles, but as far as 
she knows, Miss Flaude Cleveland 
is the only bank -president: who 
has ever been a lady barber. 


There is little about her now 
to suggest this unconventional 
background. At 65, she is a genial, 
self-possessed woman with a dig- 
nity that well becomes the head 
of an institution with assets ex- 
ceeding $1,400,000, 

She holds forth in a back of- 
fice of the bank, and her voice 
when it comes through the door 
has the same rugged heartiness 
as that of'movie actress Marjorie 
Main. ; 

Face to face, you get a much 
different impression, however. 
She is tiny and quite feminine 
despite the fact that she affected 
mannish attire and hairdos ever 
since her barbering days. 

The bank, with about 400 de- 
positors drawn from Addison 
(pop. 700) and the bountiful 
farm area which surrounds it, is 
in the center of the well-groomed, 
shady little town.’ Much of the 
shade, incidentally, is provided 
by 500 trees planted personally 
by Miss Cleveland some years ago. 

Ferns, flowers, window curtains 
and other feminine touches give 
the bank a warmth which most 
such institutions lack. The red 
mahogany fixtures shine with as 
bright.a gleam as they must have 
had when the bank first opened 
its doors 40 years ago.

LMOST as many people come 
A in each day to tell Miss Cleve- 

land their troubles, or ask her 
advice, as to do business at’ the 
teller’s window. Several came in 
within’ a brief period recently 
when a reporter was waiting to 
interview her.

She peddled corn 
cobs for fuel, at 3 cents a barrel, 
hauling them on her little sled. 
She picked up coal along the rail- 


road tracks and for this she got 
15 cents a bushel. 

“T got to know most of the fire- 
men, “When they’d see me they’d 
give the whistle a toot and throw 
out some coal, Business was 
good,” 

For lack of any other recrea- 
tion center o,en to thé daughter 
of the village saloonkeeper, she 
began hanging around the barber 
shop. The barber was a friendly 
old man and he let her set up a 
shoeshine stand, Then he began 
to teach her the barbering 
business. 

When she was 10 she set up her 
own shop. It was a nice establish- 
ment, with an up-to-the-minute 
sanitary chair and other equip- 
ment purchased with $300 she had 
saved from her other enterprises, 
She quit school at the seventh 
grade. 

She was 14, and doing nicely 
with the shop, when the state in- 
troduced a sanitary code.

“She kept this up. until the fire 
was subdued. A bystander says 
that Miss Cleveland did not know 
what fear was and seemed to 
posses supernatural strength and 
endurance.” : 

Her shop was netting about

bank. By this time Miss Cleve- 
land had begun to look beyond 
the barbering profession in her 
quest for the high regard of her 
old neighbors. She went to the 
man and asked for a job, 

“I won’t be worth a dime to 
you at first,” she said. “I don’t 
know the first thing about bank- 
ing—but I do know how to do 
janitor work.” 

So she went on the payroll as 
janitor at $20 a month. It wasn’t 
long before she was promoted to 
the dual job of janitor and book- 
keeper. In 1909, two years after 
entering the bank, she became 
cashier. She wag made vice presi- 
dent in 1918 and president in 1929, 

Not long ago she had what she 
refers to ag her “first thrill in 
40 years of banking.” 

A couple of strangers. walked 
in just before closing time. They 
waited until most of the customers 
had left, then with drawn guns, 
they cowed the five who remained 
and made them lie on the floor. 
One bandit stood guard at the 
door and the other went into 
Miss Cleveland’s office, 

He jammed a gun into her ribs 
and said: “This is a stick up.” 

Miss Cleveland turned and 
slapped him on the shoulder fra- 
ternally: 

“You wouldn’t be kidding me, 
would you?” she chuckled. 

The robber made it clear he 
wasn’t kidding. The bandits, who 
fled with $2,775 were captured a 
few hours later with the money. 

A policeman who knows Miss 
Cleveland said: 

“IT guess the old girl’s slowing 
up. A few years ago they’d never 
have gotten away with it.”

Poor Farming Lan 
Makes Poor People 


By Leonard Hall 


AST week we drove down to Bloomfield in southeast Mis- 
souri to talk to a meeting of farmers and businessmen. 
This pleasant town is county seat of Stoddard County 
and is situated on the Crowley Ridge, a strip of high land 


which divides the St. Fran- - 


cols River lowlands from 
the Mississippi bottom lands 
to the east. Our route took 
us from Arcadia over to 
Fredericktown on Highway 
72, always a beautiful drive 
at this season, then out 61 
to Patton Junction and 
south on 51 through Marble 


Hill and Lutesville along the | 


eastern edge of the Ozarks. 

Madison County is doing a 

good job of soil conserva- 

tion, at least in the Fred- 

ericktown area where they 

have the same good “Ha- 

gerstown limestone” soil for 

which our Belleview Valley 

is noted. Ponds, terraces 

and waterways are in evi- 

dence on many farms. It is 

_an interesting commentary 

on the results of a soil conservation program that wherever you 
see these measures, you will find houses and barns painted 
and well-kept, good fences, new farm machinery and livestock 


of good quality. These are in sharp contfast to the unpainted 


buildings, poor stock and rusting equipment which mark the 
areas where soil fertility is declining and furnish visible proof 
that “poor land makes poor people.” As we headed southward 
into the hill country, erosion came more and more into evidence. 
Td hesitate to estimate the number of acres of deserted farm- 
land we saw along that highway, but it runs into many thou- 
sands of acres: and this in a time when America and the world 
need every pound of food that can be produced. 
xko* ® 
It is true that some of this land is so steep and has — 
such a thin covering of topsoil that it should never 
have been cleared in the first place—and that today 
the cost of bringing it back into production would be 
extremely high. Despite this, we saw new cabins and 
small houses being built and other evidence that some 
misguided folks are going to try again to wrest a livili- 
hood from these worn-out and eroded fields. This is a 
tragedy, for in most cases the people will have neither 
the capital nor the knowledge to do the job so that 
their efforts are doomed to failure from the start, 
* ®: | 
@ FARTHER SOUTH IN STODDARD COUNTY, the land is 
better and the dominant crops are corn and soybeans. But here 
again, although the soils are deep, they are of a silty structure 
which is highly susceptible to erosion; nor do I know of any 
place in Missour! where erosion has taken a greater toll. In 
field after field, we saw where corn was planted in irregular 
strips, plowed out between the edges of deep gullies which 
were eating farther back into the fields each year. Later in 
our visit, we saw a fine new factory which had been erected 
in Bloomfield for a St. Louls manufacturer and will employ 
perhaps 150 workers when in full production. I couldn’t help 
wondering whether this labor force wouldn’t come mainly from 
people who had farmed themselves out of a livelihood on the 
land. An industrial pay-roll is a fine thing to have in a small 
town; but if the town’s primary reason for existing is to serve 
the surrounding farm country—and the productivity of that 
farm country is heading steadily down-hill—then the factory 
pay-roll can serve only as a stop-gap on the road to oblivion. 
There is talk, indeed, of a “balanced farming ring” in Stoddard 
county and this is all to the good, even though it is my observa- 
tion that these groups take in mainly the large, prosperous 
farmers who in many cases are already doing a good conserva- 
tion job on their land, 
“ < FF 
@ ON THE DAY AFTER our talk, we spent several hours in 
the Mingo Swamp district with Jim Foote of the Conservation 
Commission. This is a low-lying area of some 50,000 acres 
between the St. Francois river and Highway 51, where long- 
continued attempts at drainage have proved a failure. Most of 
the cypress, water oak, red and black swamp oak and other 
good lumber species have been logged out, although much of 
the area is still wooded. In years past this swamp was largely 
covered with water and the area was noted for its fishing. 
Ducks used the swamp in great numbers on their annua] mi- 
grations and it carried a heavy population of such wildlife as 
raccoon, possum, muskrats, foxes, bobcats, turkey and deer. Re- 
cently the United States Fish and Wildlife Service has started 
to acquire ownership of the swamp. A dam will be built to 
block the useless drainage ditches, the water level will be 
restored and some 15,000 acres made into a wildlife refuge. 
The surrounding area will furnish public hunting grounds and 
the entire water area will doubtless be opened to fishing. 
eo, ee 
@ WE DROVE NORTH FROM THE TOWN of Puxico and 
turned out onto one of the few roads which penetrates into 
the swamp, then parked the car at the first drainage ditch 


and hiked back for a mile or two along an old lumbering road, . 


It seemed to me that if selective timber cutting is practical in 

such an area, it should not ‘be many years before there will 

again be a good lumber yield from the. swamp. Everywhere 

were signs of game; coon tracks showed in the old logging 

road wherever the ground was soft—and possum tracks, as well. 
* * 

Twice we found evidence of deer, although these 
are scarce today in the swamp. There were squirrels 
aplenty and big swamp rabbits. A covey of quail 
flushed from a small clearing, but would make mighty 
tough hunting in such cover. Birds were everywhere; 
cardinals, brown thrashers, pileated woodpeckers, hawks, 
jays and dozens of white-throated sparrows. Several 
times we heard the song of the vesper sparrow.

@ THERE WAS ONE Tana we OCOULDN’T understand 
and I hope some wildlife scientist will enlighten us on this. 
The drainage ditches were extremely low, but it was easy to 
see that they were alive with fish, Jim set up his flyrod and 
dangled a fly out through the willow brush.

N October 7 when the citizens 

of Norwalk elected Socialist 

Irving C. Freese as mayor by 
the largest plurality ever ac- 
corded an elected official in the 
history of this city, nobody was 
more surprised than Irv Freese 
hinwelf. In fact, to put it mildly 
Irv was flabbergasted. 

For 14 years, Irv had beeh run- 
ning for office in Norwalk. He 
wasn’t particular what office he 
ran for. He’d run for anything 
from dogcatcher on up. In- 1933 
he ran for city treasurer and piled 
up exactly 56 votes.

Speaking of the big vote given 
him in the election, Mayor Freese 
said to this reporter, “My election 
was not a victory for the Socialist 
party, but for the 45,000 people 
of Norwalk.” 

Which seems to make good 
sense, for Mayor Freese’s 15-year- 
old Norwalk Socialist Party num- 
bers tess than 100 members and 
his recent successful campaign 
Was financed by nickel, dime and 
dollar contributions from folks all 
over Norwalk who had at last 
seen Irv Freese’s light.

Sheriff and Tree Warden. 


To celebrate his victory, the new 
mayor, his wife, Elizabeth, their 
ll-year-old son, Jasper, and a few 
relatives and friends gathered at 
the modest Freese home. on Cen- 
ter street and had cake, coffee 
and sandwiches. Next day, Freese 
moved into City Hall and the fur 
began to fly. Before nightfall he 
had fired the city’s corporation 
counselor, announced that he was 
thinking of firing the fire com- 


ing would be indulgently polite, 
the spectators would snicker and 
Freese would leave with a worth- 
less promise from the committee 
or council that his beef would be 
investigated. 

Fifteen years ago, Freese de- 
cided he was wasting his breath 
trying to make the city council- 
men and various board members 
see their duty and do it. He de- 
cided to run for office himself. 
With six of his friends, he formed 
the Norwalk Socialist Club and 
the next year ran for city 
treasurer. The fact that he got 
only 56 votes didn’t bother him 
in the least. 

Election after election he ran 
‘for anything that happened to 
strike his fancy on the ballot, 
whether city or state. Two years 
-ago, after years of persistent 
office running, he could still only 
get 510 votes out of the citizens 
of Norwalk in his fourth cam- 
paign for mayor. 

But then the tide turned. Some- 
how the good people of Norwalk 
began to wonder if Freese wasn't 
right in his continual shouting 
from his campaign desk in a 
friend's barber shop that “city 
affairs have grown too great to 
be entrusted to ward heelers.”

the housing problem and the es- 
tablishment of a “real” civil serv- 
ice and merit system for all mu- 
nicipal employes. By a “real” civil 
service system, he means one 
where the most capable guy gets 


the job, not one of the top three 


who happens to have the right 
party affiliation. 

“Next week,’ Mayor Freese said, 
“T expect to appoint a housing 
committee and get it functioning 
immediately. On this committee 
there will be bankers, real estate 
agents, developers, building trades- 
men,/union leaders in the building 
trades, city representatives and 
representatives of the utility com- 
panies. Maybe we'll hold mass 
meetings to stir up interest. 


“You see, my idea is that if we 
can get 10 contractors who will go 
into a 1000-house housing project, 
each building 100 houses in the 
course of a year or 18 months, the 
cost of housing can be kept in the 
$6000 to $6500 bracket and, at the 
same time, assure union wages, 
and a moderate profit for all of 
those participating.

like a blueprint for whipping the 
housing situation but it depends 
on the: people. Full co-operation 
will assure -1000 houses in a year 
or 18 months. Two years 
when things really.get tough, this 
will make for prosperity in ‘our 
town, because of continued work 
on things pertaining’ to those 
homes, such as the furniture that 
boes into them, the planting of 
lawns and landscaping of the 
grounds, and all the hundreds of 
other jobs provided by a new com- 
munity of homes.” — 

As for Freese’s politics, he says 
he can best ‘explain his beliefs by 
saying that “you have-to clean up 
the sidewalks .of Norwalk before 
you can clean up “the “world.” 

And he cites his favorite quota- 


tion from Emerson to those who 


would accuse him of being too 
ambitions about. this cleaning up 
business: “He ‘who waitg to do 
a great deal of good, seldom does 
any.”

He doesn’t like Norman Thomas’ 
brand of socialism because he 
thinks its impractical. . And be- 
cause Freese has demonstrated 
for some 20 years that his consum- 
ing interest is not in promoting 
Socialism, 
functioning of “honest govern- 
ment”, no one in Norwalk gets too 
excited about the fact that he has 
branded himself as a Socialist. 

One of the only three Socialist 
Mayors of cities in the United 
States—along with Jasper McLevy 
(his wife’s uncle) of Bridgeport, 
Conn., and John Henry Stump of 
Reading, Pa., — Irv Freese says 
that the greatest influence of his 
life was no book on socialism but 
rather two books that influenced 
his religious thinking. One was 
“One Increasing Purpose”, by 
A.S.M Hutchinson; the other was 
the “Bridge of San Luis Rey.” 

“And don’t leave out the Bible,” 
Freese admonished this reporter. 
I’m a keen student of the Bible 
even if I do get to church only 
about every other Sunday.” )

Videlicet 
means, “It is easy to see,” Gilicet 
‘means “it is permitted to know.”

Also, by exten- 
sion, we speak of being wrought- 
up (worked up), or of being over- 
wrought (overworked, overex-

However, wrought is never used 
in the meaning of having been 
employed, as, “I once wrought in 
an office.” 

Wrought is akin to the word 
wright, “a workman.” The word 
ig obsolete except in such combi- 
nations as shipwright, playwright, 
wheelwright. .

Observed its 100th anniversary 
Oct. 18, has listed in its centen- 
pial souvenir history the names 
of some of the most honored men 
of the St. Louis business com- 
munity. Its annals also include 
a candid recital of facts as to 
one of its early officers who was 
the only St. Louis banker to die 
on the gallows. 

Original trustees of Boatmen’s 
Savi Institution, at its opening 
Oct. 18, 1847, included four former 
or later mayors of St. Louis, 
James G. Barry, Luther M. Ken- 
nett, Daniel D. Page and John M. 
Wimer; George K. Budd, Samuel 
Cc. Davis, Adam L. Mills and 
Amedee Valle, leading business 
men. To these were soon added 
another former Mayor, John F. 
Darby, and A. B. Chambers, editor 
and joint owner of‘the Missouri 
Republican. 

Later years added to these the 
names of Bridge, Lackland, Gree- 
ley, LaBeaume, Meier, Hargadine, 
Iaicas, Whitaker, Carleton, Nu- 
gent, Stanard, Crawford, Capen, 

ters, Howard, Fordyce, Wald- 
heim, Reinholdt and Stifel, and of 
the bank's present official roster, 
headed by Tom K. Smith as board 
chairman and Harold T. Jolley as 
president.

He 
bore a grudge against Joseph 
Charless, president of the Bank of 
the’ State of Missouri, who had 
testified against him.

“The story continues that this 
was what stopped the run on the 


|bank. While the story is not true 


in its entirety, the fact is that, on 
that afternoon, the records show, 
this woman did deposit $4500 in 
gold, which remained on deposit 
through most of that year.” 

Chief credit for stopping the 
run, however, is given to a group 
of business men who signed a 
handbill pledging. their own prop- 
erty to make good any losses of 
depositors of Boatmen’s and six 
private banking houses named on 


Thomson’s “Raid.” 

In the fall of 1858, at a time 
when the savings banks and banks 
of issue were engaged in what the 
author calls “guerrilla warfare”’ 
over note handling and discount 
practices, Boatmen’s sent William 
H. Thomson, later its cashier for 
more than 40 years, to Liberty, 
Mo., with $55,000 notes on the 
branch bank located there, and 
with instructions to collect the 
notes in gold, in which they were 
payable. 
“The normal .procedure would 
have been for him to have the 
gold transported to the local ex- 
press office and forwarded to St. 
Louis. There was much feeling 
in the country towns, however, 
about what was considered the 
draining of the specie holdings of 
their branch banks by the city 
banks, 
“Word got around town that 
Mr. Thomson was conducting a 


raid on their bank. A mob quick- 
ly formed, and Thomson was no- 
tified that, if he attempted to ship 
the $55,000 gold from Liberty, he 
would be lynched. 
“Having delivered this warn- 
ing, and knowing that the stage- 
coach on which he expected to 
leave would not depart until the 
following morning, the mob dis- 
persed; whereupon Thomson hired 
a buggy and team at the livery 
stable, loaded his gold and drove

Some of you Americans think 
we are too severe with the Com- 
aes Hmpf!”

In a country whose officials are 
notoriously corrupt, Chang is held

_ “Chang is too rich to be bribed,” 
his enemies complain. 

Chang is rich. His personal in- 
come last year was $50,000. His 
family was always on the right 
side of the political fence and the 
Changs have prospered. 

Despite large landholdings, he 
is philosophical about land reform. 
A far-sighted man, he has already 
swapped most of his farm lands 
for Seoul business property. 

Chang is also practical. He 
knows that without himself and 
Pyung Cho, national director of 
South Korea's 30,000 police, the 
American military command could 
not control leftist elements in the 
American zone. 

That is, not without the force of 
American troops, which would be 
playing into the hands of the Rus- 
sians up north.

Tryouts for Titles, Slogans. 

Movie producers and advertising | 
agencies often try out titles and 
slogans by way of polls. A steel 
company polled its employes to 
learn their sentiments toward 
management. Radio performers 
gloom and wither on their Hooper 
ratings. Sixty-five of the largest 
corporationg each pay thousands 
of dollars every year into a re- 
search combine which wants to 
know what the public thinks about 
such things as profits, annual 
wage, stockholders’ reports, col- 
lectivism and strikes. In the 
Midwest, a professor is studying 
the sex. habits of the nation, Thus 
far, his files hold 20,000 cases. 
Roughly, the field can be broken 
up into three categories—polling 
for Government agencies, polling 
on purely public or social ques- 
tions by private groups and poll- 
ing for marketing research or 
commercial reaspns.

SHANGHAI Oct. 2% (AP)—

ITH all the star-spangled glitter of a Hollywood 

premiere, the House un-American Activities Committee 

last Monday launched its widely-heralded ~ public 
inquiry into subversive elements in the. motion picture 
industry. From places as distant as Florida and the West 
Coast, spectators came to stare at the subpenaed producers, 
directors, actors and script writers in the crowded, Klieg- 
lighted House caucus room on Washington’s Capitol Hill. 
Twelve newsreel] men, 11 still photographers, 65 corre- 
spondents, 12 lawyers and nine policemen completed the cast. 

After the first few days most newsmen agreed that the 
show was spotty. It had its moments of sensationalism, it 
produced gasps and laughs in the spectators’ rows, but there 
were also long, dull sequences, that would have been deleted 
by any competent cinema cutter. 

The hearing started off with a solemn statement by 
red-faced Chairman J. Parnell Thomas assuring everyone 
that in its "unrelentless” exposure of Communists, the 
committee would conduct itself in a. fair, unbiased manner. 
A moment later he hollered and gaveleds down former 
Attorney-General Robert W. Kenny of California as Kenny 
sought to ask a question in his capacity as counsel. Kenny 
is co-counsel with — C. Crum for 19 subpenaed 
witnesses. Crum, a liberal Republican who served on the 
U.N. Mission to Palestine, cried “Certainly un-American” as 
he was forced to sit down. | 

The committee’s procedure, it soon became obvious, 
was to present its “prosecution” witnesses before ® wscnacgys 
“defendants” to defend themselves. Jack L. Warner of 
Warner Brothers, squirming uncomfortably, reeled off a list 
of former employes whom he considered un-American. Under 
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fire for producing ‘Mission to Moscow” in 1942, he seemed 
anxious to outdo the committee in denouncing Reds. By the 
time he got around to urging that the Communist party be 
outlawed and Communists shipped to Russia on a “pest- 
control” ship, the committee was _— him with affection. 

A star role, however, was played Adolphe Menjou, 
the dapper, moustached actor, and he performed it with great 
relish. Speaking with the brisk, staccato voice of a top 
sergeant, Menjou identified himself as a WB ges student 
of Marxism, flayed Communism, excoriated his “apathetic” 
colleagues in Hollywood. Paradoxically, he recommended 
both “illegalizing” the Communist party and “bringing them 
out in the open where we can watch them.” Ominously he 
warned that “by a single look, an expression, an intonation,” 
an actor could inject Communist propaganda in a scene, but 
the next moment he acknowledged he had never seen it done. 
One statement he made virtually everyone could agree with: 
“I've seen pictures I thought never should have been made.” 

When Menjou stepped down from the chair there was 
silence. Then a man at one of the press tables started 
applauding, and it was se ody up by the spectators. The 
man was the Communist y Worker's correspondent. 

But what puzzled most observers was the committee's 
failure to cite specifically those parts in films which they 
branded as subversive. If, as charged, Communists had 
sought to get prepeeraes inio such pictures as “Her Kind 
of Man,” "The Very Thought of You” and “The Animal 
Kingdom,” just what portions of the diglogue were anti- 
capitalistic? The enlightening information, for the present 
at least, was being kept by the committee behind the 
celluloid curtain.

EEFSTEAK PIE is served at Scottish weddings, wakes 
and social functions. Mrs. James N. Moncur of Kirk- 
wood bakes it topped with a thick, rich puff paste crust 

in a deep enamel pan brought from the “old country.” 
The pan Les a flat rim on which an extra collar of dough 
can be built up. 

To make the pie dish, as it is often called, half-inch- 
thick round steak is cut in medium squares. These are 
placed in the dish with salt and pepper to taste, flour and 
water, and are stirred about to blend flour, .water and 
seasoning. A thick layer of puff paste is fitted over top of 
dish. Paste trimmings are cut into strips to. form collar 
along edge of top. Top is pricked with fork, and a vent, to 
allow steam to escape as pie bakes, is cut in center. Pie 
is baked in a moderate oven (350 degrees) for one and one- 
half hours, 

To make crust, flour, salt and butter are mixed lightly. 
Enough water is added to make a dough, which is turned 
out on pastry board and kneaded slightly. Rolling and fold- 
ing distribute butter evenly through pastry, make it ; 

INGREDIENTS: For filling: Two pounds round ; 
salt and pepper to taste, two tablespoons flour, one-half to 
one cup water. For crust: Two and one-fourth cups flour, 
one and one-half teaspoons salt, two sticks butter, one-half 
to three-fourths cup water. Amounts serve six.
